Installation begins on Walienda tightrope 



ABOUT NIK WALLENDA 

A seventh-generation member of the 
famed Flying Wallendas, Nik Walienda, 35, 
is from Sarasota, Fla., and has been prac- 
ticing in his hometown for weeks in prep- 
aration for Sunday’s big Chicago walk.

When Nik Walienda makes his way across 
the Chicago River on Sunday he’ll be 
600 feet in the air on a tightrope made of 
sturdy 100 percent steel. 

The tedious job of connecting the 
750 -foot wire from the west tower of Marina 
City to the Leo Burnett Building across the 
river was to begin Thursday evening, with 
about 40 workers running a large spool of 
wire— three-quarters-of-an-inch thick, or 
about the size of a nickel— along the bridge 
at Dearborn Street down Wacker Drive and 
later hoisting the steel wire up the side of 
the buildings. 

They expect to work through most of the 
night, according to Terry Troffer, Wallenda’s 
father and the chief rigger, making sure the 
wire does not touch or damage the build- 
ings. 

On Friday, workers will install about 
100 feet of wire for the second trek, from 
the east to west towers of Marina City 

If all goes as planned, Walienda will walk 
more than two city blocks— uphill at a 
15-degree angle— between the west tower 
and the Leo Burnett Building, take the el- 
evator down, cross the river and head to the 
top of the east Marina City tower to begin 
his second walk, for which he plans to be 
blindfolded. He has said he will not use a 
harness or a net for the walks.

Here is a guide to street closures and where to watch Nik Wallenda’s tight rope walk downtown. Organizers are expected 
to cancel the event if winds exceed 50 mph. Current forecasts call for a high of 47 degrees Sunday and wind speeds 
around 10-12 mph, the National Weather Service in suburban Romeoville reported Thursday.

Learn the right way to 
fight sexuai vioience 


Breaking news: 
DePaul students are 
just now getting in- 
volved in anti-sexual- 
violence work at their 
university: 

At least that’s what 
a group of students 
with a, um, catchy 
T-shirt idea that seeks 
to raise awareness 
about sexual violence 
on campus would like 
you to think. 

“Consent the D” is the brainchild of 
DePaul student Randy Vollrath, and run by 
a group of students. It’s a play on a failed 
T-shirt campaign from 2013, “Fear the D,” 
which was meant to sup- 
port the basketball team 
(D = DePaul) but instead 
came off as an awkward 
innuendo telling people 
to fear penises. 

So, I am sure that, 
like me, many of you are 
wondering: How does a 
T-shirt about fearing pe- 
nises somehow become a 
campaign about stop- 
ping on-campus sexual 
violence? 

One D-word: dudes. 

First-off, I am all for 
men being involved 
in anti-violence work, 
especially when it comes 
to rape. Men overwhelm- 
ingly are the perpetrators 
in most sexual assault 
incidents, especially on 
campuses, where one in 
five women face sexual violence. So having 
men involved is major— we can’t stop rape 
culture without everyone’s help, which is 
exactly what Emma Watson echoed in her 
September He for She campaign speech for 
the United Nations. 

However, due to men’s roles in rape culture, 
they need to be so damn careful about how 
they go about this work. And to start a cam- 
paign aimed at helping stop violence at De- 
Paul, specifically violence toward women, and 
immediately refer to “the D” is not careful. At 
best it’s lazy but at worst it’s insensitive. 

Who is the shirts’ audience? Who are they 


telling to “Consent the D”? Beyond language 
that comes off as annoyingly aggressive, like 
someone yelling a command, the shirt still is 
not empowering women or anyone else who 
enjoys “the D.” It’s forcing them to consent 
and taking away responsibility from “the D” 
that should be asking for consent. 

As a student at DePaul, I was deeply in- 
volved in anti-sexual-violence work. I helped 
start the first student group that tried to 
raise awareness through the school’s Sexual 
Health and Violence Prevention office. I 
helped organize a Take Back the Night event, 
a 10 -plus-year annual walk to raise awareness 
around sexual violence. It was during that 
event one year that I saw a friend almost get 
arrested during a protest while being told, “If 
you don’t want to be raped then don’t dress 
slutty” 

But what I did most 
of all was step back and 
let women take the lead 
while always supporting 
them. As a man, that 
was probably the most 
important thing I could 
do. I did this not because 
men don’t face sexual vio- 
lence-according to the 
Rape Crisis Center, men 
make up 10 percent of all 
cases— but because when 
women talk about sexual 
violence, people seem to 
not listen. 

“Consent the D” is 
problematic for many 
reasons: the verb-noun 
confusion. The aggressive 
tone. The focus on the 
D. The fact that a shirt 
meant to raise awareness 
around sexual violence doesn’t even spell out 
its purpose. 

But for me personally the biggest issue 
here is that a group of dudes have come for- 
ward with an idea they think will stop sexual 
violence (which it won’t), and are acting like 
there hasn’t been years of work being done 
at DePaul. All because they are dudes, and 
people listen to dudes much quicker than 
they do women. Even when it concerns issues 
that affect women at much higher rates. Like 
this issue of sexual violence. Like reproduc- 
tive rights. Like ... shall I go on?

W ITH THE TOP TWO CANDIDATES-sitting Go^^ Pat 

Quinn and businessman Bruce Rauner— vying in a competitive, mud- 
slinging race for governor, Millennial voters will decide by Election 
Day which Baby Boomer candidate can better bridge the generational gap, address 
their issues and get their support. 


During the campaign season, Quinn and 
Rauner have tried to win over Millennials by air- 
ing Internet ads, visiting college campuses and at- 
tending the NextGen Illinois Convention at the 
UIC Forum last month, impressing upon young 
voters how next Tuesda/s election will affect 
them. With aTribune poll this month putting the 
two candidates in a dead heat, young voters can 
carry a lot of political power if they cast ballots. 

“In a close race, like the governor race, they 
could definitely decide the outcome,” said Peter 
Levine, director of the Center for Information 
and Research on Civic Learning and Engage- 
ment (CIRCLE) at Tufts University “They 
have lately, not always, lately have been a pretty 
strong Democratic voting bloc.” 

Thung voters have proven their impact by 
pushing Democratic candidates over the top. 
Consider the 2008 presidential race in which 
Barack Obama won Indiana, North Carolina 
and Virginia thanks to voters younger than 
30. Had young voters in 2012 stayed home or 
thrown their support behind Mitt Romney, 
Obama would have lost Ohio, Florida, Virginia 
and Pennsylvania, and collectively 80 electoral 
votes enough to make Romney president, ac- 
cording to CIRCLE. 

The main question now is, are the candidates 
for Illinois governor doing enough to court 
young voters, particularly for a midterm elec- 
tion where voter turnout is generally lower than 
a presidential year? 

Rauner’s campaign pointed to setting up 
nearly 20 chapters of Students for Rauner on 
high school and college campuses. They counted 
more than 1,000 active student members who 
combined have volunteered more than 20,000 
hours since the beginning of the school year. 

“Bruce is running for governor to provide a 
brighter future for the next generation of Illi- 
noisans,” campaign spokesman Mike Schrimpf 
said in an email. 


On Twitter, Rauner posted photos with col- 
lege students and young professionals at events. 
Quinn’s TbuTube channel has a video ad calling 
Rauner the “Wolf of Winnetka” inspired by the 
“Wolf of Wall Street” movie trailer featuring 
Kanye West’s “Black Skinhead” song. But the 
candidates’ efforts to reach, connect with and 
persuade young voters may not be enough. 

“I’m definitely not seeing much [of the candi- 
dates] on social media, which is where we’re at 
all the time,” said Jarrod Simpson, 35, an unde- 
cided voter in Logan Square. 

Megan Leahy plans to cast her vote for 
Quinn. “I obviously don’t think he’s perfect 
by any means. But in comparison to Rauner, I 
would say I agree with more of his policies,” said 
Leahy, 27, who also lives in Logan Square. “With 
Rauner, I don’t feel any sort of connection to 
him with our generation.” 


mediately, he said. 

Having a conversation with young voters in 
person or over the phone is effective, Levine 
said. “It is an opportunity for young people to 
get their questions answered,” he said. “It’s mo- 
tivating to have individual contact because it 
shows somebody cares.” 

Among the hot button issues for young adults 
are student loans, the job climate and of course 
minimum wage. 

“They’re really worried that when they get 
out of college, they will not have a job, and if 
they do have a job, it will be low paying that it 
won’t pay off their loans,” Simpson said. 

With 71 percent of workers paid at or below 
the minimum wage under the age of 35, the issue 
of minimum wage is one of the biggest topics 
for young voters. A non-binding, advisory refer- 
endum on the ballot asks whether the minimum 
wage should be increased to $10 an hour. 

“It’s absolutely a sign our issues are paramount 
to this election and being talked about,” said Re- 
becca Reynolds, executive director of Chicago 
Votes, a nonpartisan organization to engage 
young Chicagoans in the political process. 

However, more work can done by the candi- 
dates on addressing access to affordable educa- 
tion and reforming the justice system, she said. 


Recent changes to allow online voter registration, extend the early voting period to 
two weeks and offer Election Day voter registration at five Chicago sites were aimed at 
encouraging greater voter participation. 

Illinois election officials could not provide an age breakdown to show just how many 
Millennials make up the 7.45 million registered voters in the state. But data provided 
by the Chicago Board of Election Commissioners showed adults ages 18 to 34 account 
for 31 percent, or 420,740, of the 1.36 million registered voters in Chicago. Voters under 
35 accounted for nearly 8 percent of the more than 53,000 early voting ballots cast in 
Chicago as of earlier this week. 

How many young voters will cast ballots in this election remains to be seen. 

Voter turnout typically is lower during midterm elections compared with presidential 
elections due to a mix of factors, including less media attention and less voter outreach, 
said Peter Levine, director of the Center for Information and Research on Civic Learning 
and Engagement (CIRCLE) at Tufts University. 

For example, voter turnout for adults younger than 30 in Illinois was 43.8 percent for the 
2012 presidential election, on par with the national turnout for that age group. Compara- 
tively, youth voter turnout for the 2010 midterm elections was 24 percent in both Illinois 
and the country. l.v.

On whether the candidates are trying to 
reach voters his age, Dan Kornas, 32, of Noble 
Square said, “I don’t really think so, at least not 
for younger voters.

Corey Algie, 22, is undecided on the gover- 
nor’s race but plans to vote, particularly because 
the issue of minimum wage is on the ballot.

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Man monitored for Ebola 


Freelance journalist 
returned from Liberia

Chicago health officials are monitoring a 
local journalist who recently returned from 
Liberia, where he covered the Ebola out- 
break. 

Chicago Department of Public Health 
officials contacted freelance journalist 
Marcus DiPaola, 23, of the West Loop, on 
Wednesday to tell him that nurses will visit 
him three times a week. They advised that 
he check his temperature twice a day 

“Mr. DiPaola is not high risk,” said Ryan 
Gage, spokesman for the health depart- 
ment, in an email. “He is low risk. It is not 
a quarantine, mandatory or otherwise. It’s 
active monitoring.” 

Although he has shown no symptoms, he 
is taking his temperature every hour with 
oral and temple thermometers. 

“What I’ve been telling everybody is I’ve 
been taking it so much one of the batteries 
in my thermometer is dead,” said DiPaola, 
who reported his temperature of 98.8 de- 
grees Thursday morning. 

DiPaola, who took photos of burial teams 
and health care workers for Chinese wire 
service Xinhua News Agency said he was 
never in contact with a person with Ebola. 

He said he was screened at New York’s 
John E. Kennedy International Airport on 
Oct. 19 and took a flight to O’Hare Airport 
on Oct. 20. 

Shortly after, the New Y)rk City Depart- 
ment of Health and Mental Hygiene con- 
tacted DiPaola. Once New York officials 
learned he was a Chicago resident, they 
told him Chicago Department of Public 
Health would be in touch with him within 
24 hours. 

But it wasn’t until Wednesday when 
DiPaola was interviewed on a local radio 
station about his work in Liberia, that the 
Chicago health department contacted him, 
he said. 

“I kind of don’t blame them for not mon- 
itoring me the second I landed because I’m 
just so low risk,” DiPaola said. “Erom the 
time my airplane took off in Casablanca 
and landed in Monrovia to the time I land- 
ed back in JEK, I had no physical contact 
with any human being at all. No shaking

hands, no bumping into each other, no fist 
bumps. 

“The way we’d greet each other over 
there was by tapping boots, and our boots 
are frequently disinfected. So that’s as- 
sumed to be pretty safe,” he said. 

DiPaola returned before Gov Quinn’s 
order to require that “high-risk” individuals 
stay at home for 21 days and undergo daily 
checkups. 

Symptoms appear two to 21 days after ex- 


posure to Ebola, according to the U.S. Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and Prevention. 

DiPaola has agreed to check in with 
health department nurses through Nov 9, 
he said. In the meantime, he plans to avoid 
public transit and places where “it would 
be so crowded that he could involuntarily 
come in contact with someone.” 

DiPaola plans to return to West Africa to 
cover the Ebola outbreak in December and 
January, he said.

Unused cemetery 
land to become 
nature preserve

You might be tempted to whisper “I see dead 
people.” 

That’s because the graves of legendary 
Cubs announcer Jack Brickhouse, Oscar 
Mayer, ad exec Leo Burnett, Shedd Aquarium 
founder John Shedd and two retail giants — 
Richard Warren Sears and Aaron Montgom- 
ery Ward— sit yards away from a planned 
nature preserve. The 20 -acre wooded site 
neighboring Rosehill Cemetery on the North 
Side will open to the public next summer. 

The list of prominent Chicagoans, along 
with soldiers, firefighters and political heavy- 
weights such as former Chicago mayors, 
Illinois governors and one vice president, 
are buried at the cemetery which is roughly 
bordered by Western, Peterson, Ravenswood 
and Bowmanville avenues. 

The land, which the city bought in 2011 
for $7.8 million, will be turned into the West 
Ridge Nature Preserve featuring a nature trail 
that goes around a 4.5-acre pond and trees, 
rain garden, fishing stations and wildlife view- 
ing areas.

Burkina Faso military 
dissolves parliament 


Burkina Faso’s military dissolved parliament 
and announced a transitional government on 
Thursday after violent protests against Presi- 
dent Blaise Compaore, but it was not imme- 
diately clear who was in charge. 

Army chief Gen. Honore Tfaore said the 
new government would be installed after 
consultation with all political parties and 
would lead the country to an election within 
12 months. He also announced a curfew. 

The move came after tens of thousands of 
angry protesters packed the streets of Ouaga- 
dougou on Thursday to demand Compaore’s 
departure, storming parliament and setting it 
on fire and ransacking state television. 

At least three protesters were shot dead 
and scores wounded when security forces 
opened fire on the crowd. 

“Given the need preserve the country from 
chaos and preserve national unity ... the Na- 
tional Assembly is dissolved, the government 


is dissolved,” Traore told a news conference. 

However, he declined to say whether Com- 
paore, whose attempt to extend his 27-year 
rule has sparked months of tension in the land- 
locked country remained the head of state. 

Regional West African bloc ECOWAS had 
said earlier Thursday that it would not accept 
any party seizing power through non-consti- 
tutional means— suggesting diplomatic pres- 
sure to leave Compaore in place. 

Before the military’s move, the president 
had issued his own statement announcing a 
state of emergency to be enforced by the army 
and calling for talks with the opposition. 

The protests were sparked by the gov- 
ernment’s attempt to push a constitutional 
change through parliament to allow the 
63-year-old president to seek reelection next 
year. Large protests also erupted in Bobo Di- 
oulasso, Burkina’s second biggest town, and 
Ouahigouya, in the north.

Acquitted of murder as 
a teen, Chicago boxer is 
fighting his way to the top

Aug. 9, 2009, was nightmare for Semajay 

Thomas. 

A month earlier, 50 -year-old Reynaldo Or- 
tiz of Texas had been beaten to death next 
door to Thomas’ home in West Town. 

Acting on a tip, police approached the 
then-i 6 -year-old that August night at home. 
They arrested the Rauner College Prep hon- 
ors student and he later was charged with 
first-degree murder. 

Just three months prior to his arrest, USA 
Boxing flew Thomas to the AIBA World Ju- 
nior Boxing Championships in Armenia to 
represent the U.S. Thomas placed fifth at the 
event. But all of a sudden his once-promising 
career was stopped in its tracks. 

“It was the worst day of my life,” said Nate 
Jones, Thomas’ trainer at the time and a 1996 
Olympic bronze medalist. “I just couldn’t be- 
lieve it.” 

Gang members arrested in the case claimed 
Thomas took part in the attack. Thomas 
was held in a juvenile corrections facility for 
15 months awaiting trial. It was a time he had 
hoped to spend traveling the world compet- 
ing. Yet Thomas never lost faith in the truth. 

“I never lost hope because I knew the truth 
would come to light,” said Thomas, now 21. “I 
have faith in our justice system.” 

Thomas continued to train while incarcerat- 
ed. He tore his sheets into long strips and made 
hand wraps. He also roUed up his mattress, 
stood it against the waU of his cell and used it 
as a punching bag. Instead of losing sight of his 
goal, Thomas trained as best he could and be- 
came an inspiration for other inmates. 

“I ran around the rec room getting my road 
work in and when the other kids heard about 
what happened to me, some of them started 
running with me, in support of me,” Thomas 
said. 

At the murder trial in November 2010, 
three of the four eyewitnesses recanted their 
testimony and there was no DNA or finger- 
print evidence to tie Thomas to the killing.

On Nov 18, 2010, Thomas was acquitted and 
set free shortly thereafter. Jesus Duran and 
William Castillo later were convicted of the 
murder and sentenced to prison. 

“It felt like the best moment of relief,” he 
said. “I had an option the next day to stay 
home and party with family and friends I 
didn’t see for 15 months or go to the boxing 
gym. I was in the boxing gym while everyone 
came to my mom’s house to get together. 

“When I walked into the party after train- 
ing, it was just a great moment. Everyone 
started yelling and cheering, the media was 
there. It was just an overwhelming moment.” 

It didn’t take long for him to get back to his 
winning ways. In February 2011, Thomas won 
the Illinois state tournament, his first men’s 
division title. In July of that year, Thomas 
won the U.S. championships, became the top- 
ranked fighter in the country and earned the 
top seed in the Olympic Trials leading up to 
the 2012 London Games. 

At the trials, Thomas lost to Pedro Sosa. 

“I felt robbed of everything that night be- 
cause when I was incarcerated they were tell-

ing me about Sosa, saying how he’s the No. i 
guy in my weight class,” Thomas said. “I made 
my mind up then that I wanted to fight him 
and get the No. i spot. He lost to the guy I 
beat in the finals of the U.S. championships. 

“When we finally got a chance to fight the 
Olympic Trials, I was the No. i guy by then. 
I came home, I worked so hard to take the 
No. I spot. I respect the judge’s decision, but 


it hurt me deeply” 

After the loss, Thomas ate too much and was 
unable to make weight the next day for his fol- 
low-up bout in the double-elimination tourna- 
ment. He said he regrets how that event played 
out but has learned from the experience. 

“I learned no matter what not to give up 
because what’s taken away from your life can 
easily be replaced with better,” he said.

Haymon. My co-manager is Fletcher Smith is a top 
NFL manager; I’m his first boxer. We will be looking 
to fight for a world championship sooner than every- 


one thinks.” 

On Saturday Thomas (4-0, two knockouts) will 
put his undefeated record on the line at UIC Pavilion 
against Paul Pindroh (4-0-1, one knockout) of West 
Virginia. 

“I’m so proud to see Semajay accomplishing the 
things he wanted to accomplish as a child,” said 
Semaja/s mother, Carla Thomas. “I always knew he

Lou has no formal 
education or industry knowledge. When he 
speaks, it sounds like he’s reciting something 
he read on the Internet. He does understand 
how much an L.A. local news director (Rene

Russo) needs exclusive footage of violent 
incidents— preferably urban crime in com- 
paratively safe, suburban neighborhoods. She 
compares her newscast to a woman scream- 
ing and running down the street with her 
throat slit. How’s that for motivation? 

Lou has no idea what he’s doing but does 
it anyway awkwardly interrupting a man’s 91 1 
call and nearly crashing into a suspect. He 
calls himself a fast learner, though, and gets 
ahead in the professional world by crawling 
into its seams, almost undetected. Socially 
awkward and prone to blackmail with a 
smile, Lou is a ruthless insect, creepy but 
hardly dumb. This only works because of 
Gyllenhaal’s magnetic, chilling performance. 
If you’re ever trying to think of an actor 


who’s carved out an interesting career for 
himself and doesn’t get due credit, here’s your 
answer. 

The directorial debut for writer Dan 
Gilroy (Russo’s husband and brother of “Mi- 
chael Clayton” writer/director Tony Gilroy), 
“Nightcrawler” moves at its own measured, 
off-putting pace. It’s often oddly funny coax- 
ing humor so the laughs surprise you when 
they emerge from your own throat. Lou posts 
an ad for a job, but not what the job is. When 
Rick (Riz Ahmed) shows up for the interview 


and tries to sell himself, his best claim is, “I 
took three buses to get here.” 

The movie might have felt even more 
disquieting had it been tighter, and a late, at- 
tempted moment of stillness is too unconvinc- 
ing to be powerful, ^t even though everyone 
should know TV news is only a filtered version 
of reality there’s no denying the disturbing 
truth of “Nightcrawler”: that many people 
assume those in positions of authority or 
influence got there for trustworthy legitimate 
reasons — and that many of them are wrong.

Pointless kind of weird 


Glenna (Kelli Garner) 
asks Ig (Daniel Rad- 
cliffe) if she can have 
a doughnut. Then she 
asks if she can eat six 
doughnuts. Then she 
admits she wants to 
get fat because she knows no one will sleep 
with her unless the/re drunk, and everyone 
already thinks she’s trash. 

In the horror-comedy “Horns,” the out- 
burst comes because Ig’s sprouting of horns 
results in a sort of reverse “Liar Liar”: Nearly 
everyone he encounters blurts out their inner- 
most, least-appropriate-for-public-declaration 
desires, briefly putting aside the small town’s 
belief that Ig killed his girlfriend, Merrin 
(Juno Temple). Fortunately Ig has his parents 
(James Remar, Kathleen Quinlan), his lawyer/ 
lifelong pal Lee (Max Minghella) and brother 
Terry (Joe Anderson) to back him. But direc- 
tor Alexandre Aja’s (“Piranha 3D”) adaptation 
of Joe HiU’s novel, um, shows how quickly a 
suspected murderer who increasingly looks 
like the devil can And himself on his own. 

In little pieces, the violent, numbing 
“Horns” achieves a bent sort of vicious 
catharsis, such as when an exasperated mom 
fantasizes about ditching her bratty daughter 
who declares, “I hate mommy; I want to burn 
her up in her bed with matches.” The same

goes for a doctor who’s minimally concerned 
about Ig’s condition but confesses a desire 
for his daughter’s friend and does something 
with his assistant that physicians really aren’t 
supposed to do. Glenna’s aforementioned 
doughnut feast progresses into something 
resembling an animal in a trough, which gets 
to humans’ baser instincts better than the 
movie’s other explorations of darkness. Once 
the mystery of Ig’s guilt or innocence actually 
connects about an hour into the movie, red 
herrings keep your mind busy for a few min- 
utes but far less time than “Gone Girl.” 

It’s all for naught, really with a shallow 
examination of love and faith and a typically 
unimpressive performance from Ming- 
hella (“The Social Network”). Radcliffe and 
Temple do their part, though Merrin’s given 
so little personality that the story has no 
right suggesting she’s such an irresistible 
catch. Oh, an abundance of biblical imagery 
also accomplishes about as much as a mass 
beatdown among TV news reporters, which 
was a lot more entertaining in Anchorman.” 
One more thing: Why do David Bowie fans 
in movies so frequently only know “Heroes”?
